HfistorY. 


This  school  was  first  organized  and  incorporated  as  the  Lenoir 
High  School.  The  property  was  owned  and  controlled  by  a  company 
of  stockholders.  Tn  1905  the  certificates  of  stock  were  purchased  by 
the  present  management  and  incorporated  as  the  Lenoir  Academy. 
A  large  indebtedness  was  canceled,  buildings  were  repaired  and  ren- 
ovated, schoolrooms  and  dormitories  furnished,  and  the  control  and 
management  placed  in  the  hands  of  twenty-one  self-perpetuating  trus- 
tees. Under  the  present  management,  a  complete  Commercial  Depart- 
ment has  been  added,  which  has  been  largely  patronized.

The  large  buildings,  which  consist  of  schoolrooms  and  dormitories 
combined,  give  ample  room  for  a  large  school  and  comfortable  quar- 
ters for  a  large  number  of  boarders. 

The  buildings  have  recently  been  renovated  and  improved.  It  is 
contemplated  that  by  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term  all  buildings  will 
be  lighted  by  electricity.  The  site  of  Lenoir  Academy  is  attractive 
and  picturesque.  The  buildings  stand  on  the  highest  elevation  of  the 
town,  and  are  surrounded  by  a  large  and  beautiful  grove  of  native 
oaks.  Athletics  that  tend  toward  a  healthy  physical  development  meet 
with  reasonable  encouragement.  Especial  emphasis  is  laid  on  out- 
door exercises,  and  it  is  insisted  that  all  students  spend  some  part  of 
the  day  in  vigorous  open-air  exercise. 

For  these  reasons  the  Institution  has  secured  ample  ground  to  meet 
these  requirements.  The  baseball  diamond  recently  finished  might 
well  do  credit  to  any  college.  Each  year  there  will  be  a  Field  Day 
for  the  encouragement  of  track  athletics. 

The  athletic  teams  may  be  allowed  absence  from  the  Academy  for 
periods  aggregating  not  more  than  five  days  in  any  one  session,  not 
including  Saturdays. 

TLocation. 

The  location  of  the  Academy  is  most  fortunate,  situated  as  it  is 
in  a  gently  rolling  country  noted  for  its  healthfulness  of  climate  and 
magnificent  mountain  scenery. 

Lenoir  lacks  nothing  for  accessibility,  having  two  passenger  trains 
of  the  Carolina  and  Northwestern  Railroad  daily.  The  town  and 
the  surrounding  neighborhood  are  as  free  from  bad  influences  as  any 
in  the  country,  and  have  come  to  be  recognized  as  the  center  of  edu- 
cation and  culture.

The   Lenoir  Academy   is   coeducational,   offering  to  young  men   and 
women  thorough,  practical  training  for  business  and  the  various  voca- 
tions of  life,  or  preparation  for  any  college  or  any  class  in  colleges  and 
universities. 

AIM  OP  THE   SCHOOL. 

The  aim  of  this  school  is  to  make  the  course  as  thorough  and  prac- 
tical as  possible.  The  best  text-books  and  the  best  modern  methods 
will  be  used.  We  have  so  arranged  the  courses  as  to  offer  equal  oppor- 
tunities to  both  sexes. 

We  especially  call  attention  to  the  full  and  complete  Business  Course. 
We  guarantee  the  instruction  to  be  thorough  and  practical,  using  the 
very  best  modern  methods  and  text-books,  and  at  a  cost  less  than  one- 
half  you  will  pay  at  commercial  colleges. 

DEPARTMENTS. 
The  school   is   divided   into   five   departments — Literary,   Commercial, 
Music,  Elocution,  and  Art. 

The  Liteeary  Department 
is  divided  into  the  Primary,  Intermediate,  High  School,  and  Collegiate. 

The  Primary  Department  is  divided  into  first,  second,  and  third 
grades,  in  which  department  each  pupil  in  each  grade  is  given  personal 
attention  by  a  competent  teacher. 

The  Intermediate  Department  is  divided  into  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth 
grades,  in  which  the  best  books  and  most  modern  methods  are  used. 

The  High  School  Department  consists  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades.  In  the  seventh  grade  the  pupil  is  studying  Algebra,  English 
History,  Latin  or  Greek,  English  Classics,  Rhetoric,  Physical  Geogra- 
phy, Arithmetic,  English  Grammar,  etc.;  in  the  eighth  grade  the  pupil 
is  studying  Latin  or  Greek,  General  History,  Algebra,  Geometry,  French 
or  German,  Rhetoric,  Physics,  English  Classics,  etc.  Advanced  Arith- 
metic will  be  taught  as  required.  Studies  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  are  elective.  Each  pupil  will  be  aided  by  the  Principal  in  se- 
lecting the  required  amount  of  work. 

The  Collegiate  Department  gives  advantage  to  the  student  of  taking 
the  Freshman  year  at  this  school  or  completing  some  special  prepara- 
tion for  entering  upon  some  profession. 
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Certificates  of  proficiency  are  given  at  satisfactory  completion  of  any 
department. 

The  Commercial  Department 

consists  of  the  course  in — 

1.  Bookkeeping  (single  and  double  entry).  Commercial  Law,  Eng- 
lish Correspondence,  Arithmetic,  Writing,  and  Spelling.  Books:  Sadler- 
Rowe  Budget   System. 

2.  Stenography  (Gregg  System),  English  Correspondence,  Spelling, 
and  Writing. 

3.  Typewriting.  Standard  machines  are  used,  and  the  student  is 
taught  to  acquire  rapidity  and  accuracy. 

The  Music  Department 
is    practical    and    useful,    and    qualifies    students    in    the    principles    of 
musical  construction,  composition,  and  many  technicalities  of  the  art. 
Recognizing  the  present  need,  instruction  is  for  heads  and  hands,  thus 
giving  a  thoroughness  which  could  not  be  otherwise  acquired. 

No  pains  are  spared  that  the  student  may  obtain  an  accurate  under- 
standing of  the  forms  and  effects  involved.  Certificates  will  be  given 
those  who  complete  the  prescribed  course. 

The  Elocution  Department 
is  for  imparting  ease  and  grace  to  the  human  form.     Nothing  excels 
the  training   obtained   in   a  course   of  elocution.      Special   attention   is 
given  to  the  individual  needs  of  each  student — namely,  correcting  un- 
graceful carriage  and  training  the  voice  for  proper  delivery  of  speech. 

The  following  is  a  general  outline  of  the  course:  System  of  Dramatic 
Expression;  Dynamic  Breathing  and  Harmonic  Gymnastics;  Recita- 
tions;   Study  of  Standard  Poets,  Dramatists,  and  Prose  Writers. 

Certificates  given  those  who  complete  the  course. 

The  Art  Department 
includes    all    branches    usually    taught — viz..    Instruction    in    Portrait, 
Landscape,    Still    Life,    and    Flower    Painting;    Crayon,    Pastel,    Water 
Colors.     Sketching  from  nature  will  be  a  special  feature. 
Special  attention  paid  to  beginners. 

LITERARY    SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  literary  societies,  one  for  each  sex.  The  Young  Wom- 
an's Literary  Society  and  the  Websterian  Literary  Society  each  hold 
one  meeting  a  week. 

The  purpose  of  these  societies  is  for  debate  and  exercise  in  composi- 
tion and  elocution.  In  all  these  exercises  the  members  are  required 
to  participate.  The  faculty  regards  the  societies  as  important  aids  in 
the  work  of  education  and  in  the  preservation  of  wholesome  senti- 
ments among  the  students.  It  would  be  difficult  to  overestimate  their 
importance   in  imparting  a  knowledge  of  parliamentary  law,   in  culti- 
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vating  and   directing  the  taste   for   reading,   and    in   the   formation   of 
correct  habits  of  public  speal^ing. 

In  the  Websterian  Society  a  medal  is  offered  for  the  greatest  im- 
provement in  oratory. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

This  school  is  Christian,  but  not  sectarian.  The  work  of  each  day 
begins  with  religious  services,  which  all  students  are  required  to  at- 
tend. Students  who  are  not  in  their  seats  when  the  bell  ceases  to 
toll  for  the  Bible  lesson  are  marked  "Absent."  From  the  time  of  enter- 
ing the  chapel  to  the  time  of  leaving  it,  students  are  required  to  abstain 
from  all  irreverent  behavior.  On  the  Sabbath  they  attend  the  Sunday 
school  and  church  of  their  choice. 

A  well-organized  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  or  prayer  meet- 
ing holds  its  meeting  each  Monday  night. 

LIBRARY    AND    READING   ROOM. 

The  Library  now  consists  of  upward  of  two  thousand  classified  and 
catalogued  volumes  and  pamphlets.  Additions  are  made  regularly  each 
year. 

In  the  reading  room  are  found  a  number  of  our  best  magazines, 
periodicals,  and  daily  papers,  to  all  of  which  the  students  have  access, 
under  the  usual  restrictions.  Friends  of  the  Institution  from  time 
to  time  make  donations  to  the  Library  and  reading  room,  and  such 
are  solicited. 

THE  DISCIPLINE 
will  be  mild,  but  firm.  The  Principal  will  strive  to  impress  upon 
every  student  the  fact  that  moral  rectitude  is  the  only  safe  basis  of 
character,  and  to  cultivate  in  him  Christian  principles,  refined  feelings, 
a  high  sense  of  honor,  and  a  scrupulous  regard  for  truth.  Every  pupil 
that  enrolls  as  a  student  of  the  Academy  thereby  obligates  himself  or 
herself  to  observe  all  the  regulations  of  the  Institution. 

REPORTS. 
Reports  upon  progress  in  studies  and  upon  deportment  are  sent  out 
to  parents  or  guardians  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  and  Spring  Terms,  show- 
ing the  grade  of  scholarship  and  number  of  absences  from  recitations 
and  religious  exercises.  These  reports  are  designed  to  maintain  com- 
munication with  parents  and  guardians,  to  elicit  their  counsel  and 
encouragement,  and  thus  to  bring  practically  and  directly  upon  every 
student  the  influences  of  home.  Prompt  attention,  therefore,  it  is 
hoped,  will  be  given  by  patrons  to  the  suggestions  contained  in  these 
circulars.
